Until the Senate and President Take 


Some Action. 
Washington, March ll. — Curtail­ 
ment of the Democratic tariff revision 
program, with a view to ‘ speeding 
up" congress to permit adjournment 
before tile national conventions, is 
now the expressed aim of the Demo- 
cratie majority in the house. 
Republicans and Democrats in the 
senate aud house are chafing over the 
delay iu actual legislation that threat­ 
ens to crowd congress later on. Demo­ 
cratic 
Leader 
Underwood, 
of 
the 
house, chairman of 
the ways 
an i 
means committee, indicated that the 
wool tariff revision biti, which is to 
be reporteil probably within ten days, 
will be the last of the revision meas­ 
ures at this session of congress. 
Tile idea has been discussed by lead­ 
ers of both parties in both houses and 
those who have conferred have ex 
pressed the view that congress was 
likely to tie away from Washington 
before the gathering of the Kepubll 
can clans at Chicago on June 18 and 
the Democratic clans at Baltimore ox 
June 25. 
"I think our tariff revision bills will 
end with the woolen schedule, which 
we expel t to report within ten days." 
said Mr Underwood. "There is no use 
to go any further until we find out 
whai the senate is going to do* with 
the bills already passed and what the 
president is going to do. 
We have 
passed a steel bill and a chemical bill 
We will pa#- a sugar bill, and then 
we will have a wool bill. 
"We will have made our record on 
tariff with these schedules, and I am 
opposed to going any further if the 
work is wasted " 
The Democratic program in the sen­ 
ate is to stand 
solidly behind the 
house bill, and in a general way to 
support the Democratic measures that 
come over from the house The regu­ 
lar Republicans, standing

Ivoard reports, will solidly oppose the 
house bills not based on such reports. 
Wool is the only subject reported 
upon by tin* board The house Demo­ 
crats are talking of a free wool bill, 
though Democratic lead er Underwood 
nsiats that even silk or rubber would 
not raise the necessary revenue to 
offset the loss from free wool Political 
conditions make the fate of any such 
measure, on whit ti tile house ways and 
means committee will begin final work 
next week, problematical in the sen 
ate 
The house steel tariff revision hill 
will be negatively reported to the sen­ 
ate on Wednesday. At the full com 
mlttee meeting tomorrow the Demo 
frats will vote to make a minority 
report in favor of the hill The tariff 
dls' tissions will not he precipitated in 
the senate probable for a week or 
more, and meantime the finance com­ 
mittee will proceed with hearings on 
he house cheniii a1 tariff revision hill.
